States, while grubs in the head are 
rather frequent in Maine flocks, The 
general effects on the sheep aro tho 
game vier<gereral debility, low con- 
dition, ns ovidenced by thin flesls and, 
palencas or bluoness of the skin aud 
mucous tmombranes, and general un- 
thriftiness, food scoming to do tha ani- 
mal no good. 

Proventive measures are as follows: 
=ofirgt, never allow the flack to gat 
down in poor condition Uhrough lack of 
foods sceond, keop up the conatitution- 
al vigor and vitality of the flock by 
treciling aud selection; third, aim te 
use small temporary pastures in short 
rotation rather than large permanent 
pastures for entire Heasons., Especially 
is it desirable to provide the lamba, 
separate from the old sheep, paatures 
of cultivated crops; fourth, clean up 
and thoroughly disinfect the winter 
quarters while the alieep ara out on the 
pasture, and keop these quarters clean 
and well bedded during ocenpan: 
oy; filth, the use of meédicinal yire- 
ventive meanurea is fo be secom> 
mended. Bome of these are tarring 
the rose and plowing a furrow on & 
ridge in the pasture to help the sheap 
ward off the bot fly that deposite gril 
in their noses; and feeding worm rt 
pellora with salt to keep worms out of 
tha digestive tract, Some of the te- 
pollers that are cheap and good frat~= 
(ly Tebaceo=fed in proportion of four 
pounds of Ieaves to one pound of salty 
ety Copperas, fod in equal parts with 
galt; and (2) Turpentine, enough to 
saturate the salt, 

The greatest impd¥tanes however 
must be placed on keeping rabuat, 
hardy sheep in clean quarters aod on 
clon fresh pasture.
